The Schley Court of Inquiry found 
Hear Admiral Schley culpaple In elev- 
en charges contained In the precept 
Admiral Dewey dissents, however, and 
by bis minority report be again sets 
himself aright before people all over 
the country who believe that grand old 
Admiral Schley outclasses, by long 
odds, the majority of the men before 
whom be was tried. In bis report Ad- 
miral Dewey says: Admiral Schley's 
movements were made with all possible 
dispatch, considering the Importance 
of keeping bunkers well Oiled aod the 
squadron as a unit; that the blockades 
both of Santiago and Cieofuegos were 
effective, and, flnally, Mr. Schley was 
the senior officer of our squadron off 
Santiago when the Spanish squadron 
escaped on the morning of July 3, 1898. 
He was In absolute command and Is en- 
titled to the credit due such command- 
ing officer for the glorious victory 
which resulted In the total destruction 
of the Spanish ships. The court claims 
that Schley was negligent, disobedient, 
vacillating, dilatory, lacking In enter 
prise, and while at one point saying he 
was courageous In battle, says In anoth- 
er: “The turn of the Brooklyn was 
made to avoid getting her Into danger- 
ous proximity to the Spanish vessels." 
In short, Schley’s entire course, from 
the departure from Key West to the 
Hodgson newspaper controversy, is 
ooodemed. Owing to a lapse of time 
DO recommendation for punishment Is 
made, and It Is generally hoped that 
none will be made.

The fiscal court has been in special 
seaslon yesterday and today. The court 
finds that by reason u( a custom estab- 
lished for tbe past 12 or 15 years of giv- 
ing aid to paupers and not requiring 
then, to go to tbe poor-house has re- 
sulted In a large number of peraons ap- 
plying for aid until tbe number tbua 
aided baa annually Increaaed to about 
90, who receive from $10 to $120 per 
year, aggregating about $;i, 000, while 
the claim for maintaining the poor- 
bouae, Including food, clothlngand bed- 
ding, amounts to only $552 '23. In addi- 
tion to the $3,000 above mentioned, 
extra ordera amounting to $303 25 have , 
been allowed. Tbe court also finds 
that tbe claims of physicians for pau 
per practice baa been steadily Increas- 
log for aeveral years past until tbe to- 
tal amount paid last year amounts to 
$1,092.29 In addition to tblH the court 
has been compelled to pay for innumer- 
able prescriptions. The court concludes 
toal these charities are excessive and 
that the custom has become onerous, as 
the expenditure for malnialolog tbe 
poor almost tqual the amount required 
to mainialo the entire turnpike system 
of tbe county. Tbe eoert ordered 20 of 
these paupers to poor bouse, discontin- 
ued about 15 of them and reduced tbe 
allowances to tbe remainder by one- 
fourth. At the April term of the court 
after the extreme weather has passed 
the court will probably discontinue n 
Inrge number of others.
